SOME JEWISH “DEFECTS. 


Derma the past few weeks tettore: haye appeared in our columns, animad- 
verting on two shortcomings —love of money and love of display—which 
the writers have set down as particularly Jewish. The other side of the 
question has also found its advocates. The worship of wealth, say the 
apologists, is no longer a specitically Jewish characteristic, and both this vice 
and its kindred weakness—vulgar ostentation—are on the decline, rather 
than on the increase, among our people, ‘The question raised by our corres- 
pondents is assuredly not new: but it is stltisiently important to. merit 
discussion, For our own part we are inclined, on the ahiate: to side with the 
defendants, and to agree with a ¢ yrrespondent who wrote to Us recently 
that the * pursuers” have drawn an exaggerated picture of the sins they 
have set themselves to denounce. The worship of money Is certainly far 
from being a dead cult among Jews. In this material’stic age it would be 
nothing short of a miracle if it were. Bat 
the auri sacra fames is no more a Jewish than a Gentile defect. The besetting 


sin of the age infects all classes alike ; the belonging to no onerace oF reli- 


what is particularly certain is that 


gion is a prophylactic against it. That Jews are inordinately fond of money 
is an old superstition bred of the conditions which marked the lot of the race 
in medivwval times. When money was the only commodity which persecution 
allowed the Jew to deal in, and the only form of wealth it permitted him to 
possess, it was almost inevitable that he should be aceused of idolising it, of 
secing In it the one desirable thing 
incidents have become modified. 


But as oppression has declined, 


The Jew is no longer exclusively a money-lender or a dealer in bric-a- 
brae, the class of commodities which stands nearest to money, inasmuch as it 
can be most easily converted into money, and is most portable. He competes 
with his neighbour in every industrial sphere. People forget — this 
—even some Jews forget it, and still cling to the old superstition. A 
larger acquaintance with the world would readily correet. the mistake, 
In the old bad days the Jew was foreed by oppression to love money 
because there was no other interest life permitted to him, and 
accordingly his love for it became a consuming passion which the Gentile 
only exceptionally rivalled. But for this he could hardly be blamed. In 
Russia we see at this moment medieval conditions in the making, and are 
able by the state of things in that country to judge fairly of the money- 
loving Jew of the past.

Tur Porrsmworru Berrian Scanpar.’—We have received several letters 
relating-to the Trial at the Portsmouth County Court last Thursday. Mr. P. 
Tobias, the Honorary Secretary of the new congregation, writes that Mr.

out of court, but the other side refused. The Rev, Isare Paillips, in the witness 
box. admitted that “ whatever fee was offered it would have been refused,” thus 


proving that the old congregation did not intend to bury the child under any 


circumstances. The facet remains that the ehild was left unburied for five 
days. The whole matter is the result of petty spiteand vindictiveness, lA letter 
from Mr, 8. A. Bramsdon. solicitor to the new congregation, shows that 
repeated ctYorts were made to arrive at a settlement before the issue 
was left to the jury, but the old congregation would not 
meet these efforts in conciliatory spirit—Mr, Isaac Spero, 3, 
Rennie Terrac>, Portsmouth, writes that the old congregation through Mr, 
Zachariab. profess their willingness to bury free unattached poor coreligionists, 
vet although Mrs, Feldman was poor and not a member of either congregition, 
the refusal to bury her child was persisted in. Considering that the new 
congregation have no burial ground they would have no alternative -Eut to 
bury ina Christian cemetery. They did allin their power to settle the matter 
out of court, but met with obstinate refusal. Waen even they gave way to 
many exorbitant points for the sake of peace, and counsel were in the act of 
writing out an agreement most favourable to the old congregation, fresh 
obstacles were raised preventing any arrangement. In fact itis desired to use 
the burial ground to tyrannise to an unbearable extent. —‘A member of the 
new congregation also writes to a similar effect.

THE CHOVEVI ZION ASSOOIATION. 


The second annual meeting of the Western Tent of the Choveyj 
Association was held on Sunday last at the Hall, Store Street, Ww. T 
was a crowded attendance of ladies and gentlemen, Mr, E, H, AVI here 
Chief of the Association, presided.

The CHAIRMAN submitted a report of the work during the past year, 
acknowledged that during the last few months of 1892, and up to the nil a 
time in this year the officers of the Association were, by the stress of auteuaea 
events, quite prevented from engaging in active promotion of their aims _ 
the past year had been eventful in many respec's.

pects were dimmed, They had purchased from Baron Edmond de Rothschild 
agents in Palestine a tract of fertile land 2.590 acres in extent an § 
cost of £2,000, four-fifths of which had .been off,’ ‘hey 
in hopes of shortly opening the land for active cultivation ; but these hopas th 
cruelly frustrated by unexpected difficulties in the form of an edict prohibiting 
Jews from holding land in the Ottoman dominions. Subsequently this we 
reinforced by another edict preventing Jews from immigrating into Syria Ta. 
action of the Association was in no way calculated to call forth such restrictive 
measures. Their aim was not to collect Jews from every part of the World 
and to settle them in Palestine ; it was merely to fiad a soil where Jews might 
take refuge from persecution. They were enthusiastic for founding colonies j, 
Palestine, but their enthusiasm was tempered withdiscretion. In fac>. howeve; 
of the prohibitive edicts, matters were brought to a standstill, and the outlook 
for the Chovevi Zion looked dismal indeed. At the instance of Mr. Simnel 
Montagu. M.P., a petition to the Sultan was drawn up asking for permission to 
found colonies,in the land. Lord Rosebery, through whom the petition Was 
forwarded. sympithised deeply with it, as also did Sir Clare Ford, the British 
Ambassador to the Porte, ‘The United States Minister also lent it the influence 
of his support. They did indeed receive even the sympathy of the Prime Minister 
in their efforts to get rid of the obnoxious regulations. Meanwhile, Baron 
Rothschild sent a mission to Constantinople on the samo subject. After mucy 
negotiation with the Foreign Oifice, 1t was resolved not to avail them. 
selves of its diplomatic aid, and in the end Biron Rothschild had sueceeded 
in obtaining the concessions he required. The Sultan had now officially 
recognised the right of the Jews to own soilin Palestine and to cultivate it. 
This was a great step achieved, and one on which the society could well con- 
gratulate itself. It removed the greatest obstacle to progress. They. had now 
obtained a legal status in the land, and could confidently await the support they 
deserved from the Jewish public. |

On Sunday last an interesting function took place at the Breslau Seminary, 
for Dr. David Rosin attained his seventieth birthday. The anniversary really 
occurred on the Saturday, but the celebration was deferred until the fol- 
lowing day, Dr, Lewy, the Director of the Seminary, delivered an address, the 
students chanted a psalm, and then—just as though they were in England—they 
give Dr, Rosin a dinner in the evening, | 


Of Dr. David Rosin it may be said that he is one of the best loved men in 
Germany. His pupils invariably leave Breslau with a deep affection for him. 
He is now the sole survivor of the older line of teachers in the Seminary; his 
years Of service already number 27, Frankel, Graetz, Joel, Lazarus, Bernays; 
Zuckermann are dead; Prof, Freudenthal has transferred his work to the 
University, whereas previously to his appointmant as “ordinary,” he lee- 
tured concurrently at the Seminary and the University. Dr. Lewy, the 
present Director of the Seminary, belongs to a later generation, he was in fact 
one of Rosin’s pupils, 


Besides his success a3 a carefui and conscientious teacher, Dr. Rosin has 
won a Worthy reputation asan accurate and painstaking scholar, His edition 
of Rashbam, his * Exegese des Rushbam,” * Ethik des Maimonides,” “ Das Scfer 
Hachinnuch,” “Gedichte und Reim:2 ” of the [bn Ezras (echietly Abrabam), are 
all works of sterling merit. Dr. Rosin never ventures on startling hypotheses, 
nor on anything but the most sober statements of fact. His essay on the 
“Ethics of Ibn Gebirol,” which appeared in the Jeiis) Quarterly Revinw and 
another paper ona grammatical subject connected with Saadia which will be 
published in the same place, may effectively introduce Dr, Rosin to English 
readers who will heartily join in the congratulations that will reach him on his 
seventieth birthday, 


Before joiming the staif at Preslau, Dr. Rosin, I should have said, was 
Director of the Seminary for teachers in Berlin, Joy is never unmixed, Last 
year Dr. Rosin’s wife died, and that event is near enough to adda tinge of 
sympathy to the congratulations that showered on Dr, Rosin last Sunday. Dr. 
Rosin’sson, Dr. Heinrich Rosin, is a promising physician. He has visited London 
more than once, and has made inany friends here.

THE REV. S. SINGER ON THE LATE DAYAN, 
R. JACOB REINOWITZ. 


. _ Preaching on Sabbath last at the St. Petersburgh Place Synagogue, the Rav, 
S. Singer made the following reference to the loss the community has sustained 
by the death of R. Jacob Reinowitz. 

It seems as if for the world at large it is often necossary that a void shall 
first be made by the departure of its best men and wom:n before it is perceived 
how important a piace they filled in life. Rarely indeed is a just estimate 
formed of a fellow until he has ceased to exist. “ Forman is as a tree of 
the field.” While a tree is standing. it is not everyone can take its altitude, That 
is a task which belongs to the scientific or the initiated few. Bat let it be eat 
down and lie prone on the earth, and almost everyone can tell its measure. Such 
was the case with one about whom the whole of our community has been spaak- 
ing or thinking of late. A dozen times within the last week have I heard the 
remark passed: “Strange, we never heard of this Kast End Rabbi, this 
R. Jacob Reinowitz, until we heard that he had died.” And yet he 
was 2 man well worth knowing, remarkable in many ways. <A gifted 
writer of our -race has shown how he appreciated what was best among 
the children of the ghetto by embalming this son of the ghetto in the 
pages of his book, For myself, Daccount it one of the privileges of my career 
to have spent many an edifying and inspiring hour in the study of our ancient 
literature under the tutors‘ip of aman of sach ripe Jewis learaing, and of a 
character so sweet and surtly. Thos: who would have made his closer 
acquaintance would have found him ina littl chamber of a three-roomed houss 
that was deemed accommo dition saliicient for one of the hardest working and 
most uncomphuning of the servants of the community, as well as for his family. 
There youemght have s2en himat his studies, or else besieged by a stream of 
*énquirers,” Whose cares and sorrows, whose: dithcultics and disputes a word 
from him was often generally satiicient to set at rest, As to his worldly wants, 
they were of theshghtest. Ile recalled one of the most bexutiful characters of 
the Talmud, concerning whom the legend runs that a heavenly votes once 
testified, * The world is sustained through the merits’ of My son Chanina, and 
My son Chanina contents himself with a meal of charub-bread from week's end 
to week s end.” [lis influence for good amony our Kast End brethren itis not 
easy to calculate ; those who knew him best were ever in doubt white’) to admire 
most, his learning or his piety. or his modesty. or his tolerance, Itis well that 
we learn to uppreciate our benefactors, however late. But, it is better assuredly 
that, by our appreciation during their hfe time, we should avoid the reproach at 
Which our Haphtorah scems to hint.

markets by holders in Germany, Holland, Belgium, Austria, and 
other States to which St. Petersburg formerly looked for money. 
But, happily, the word “innocent”? does not to any special 
extent apply to the limited group of French financiers who, for 
political purposes, have been maintaining Russian stocks at 
purely artificial quotations, 

[f anything were needed to complete the warning to legiti- 
mvestors, it would come from the most casual e@lance at 
the other side of the picture. We see Russia with a bankrupt 
Treasury, under the confessed necessity of largely increased 
taxation; with a steadily diminishing commerce, and a steadily 
increasing proportion of bank, business, and Janded-estate 
failures; with chrome annual famine settled down upon some 
score of its poorer governments, and with a consensus of expert 
opinion that the once fertile steppes—the @ranary of Europe— 
have become exhausted, and are lapsing fast into sterility ; with 
a vast, illiterate, scattered, and helplessly-impoverislied popula- 
tion, halfa milhon of whom died of starvation or the plague 
last vear, and five-sixths of whom live always in the shadow of 
these twin scourges. We see a political system honeycombed 
with murder plots, an Army anda Court which supply agents 
and opportunities for attempts upon the lives of the chief figures 
inthe State, and a whole country, containing over a hundred 
millions of people, going to hopeless rack and ruin,

In these three recent 
announcements we get a practically complete answer to the 
question of what Russia, in the face of her bankrupt ‘Treasury, 
her bankrupt business class, her pathetically haokcunt 
peasantry, is doing. | 

The men who control administrative action in Russia may 
he divided roughly into three groups, to fit these three typical 
Ints of intelligence from the Empire :—(u), the Pan-Slavists, 
who cannot bear to see in that huge, sprawling congeries of 
composite rae any hint or sign that Russia is not wholly 
Slavonie ; , the Orthodox faction, who are horrified at the 
existence anyw hina under the Rustin flag of any religious creed 
save that of the Greek hured, and regard the perseeution and 
extermination of “heretics ” as the first and highest mission of

| 
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“Holy” Russia; (¢), the Military party, which comprises 
thousands of the principal men by birth and position in Russia, 
all fired with the professional longing for martial glory ssid 
preferment, most of them also bound together in times of peace 
by the cohesive force of public plunder. 

Of course the division suggested above among these domi- 
nant forces in Russia is largely arbitrary. Pan-Slavist hatred 
of the German walks naturally arm-in-arm with Orthodox 
passion for Jew-baiting, and both find a congenial, ready-made 
ally in those whose profit or promise of promotion is linked with 
the chances of war. These people, the real rulers of Russia, 
understand little and eare less about finance or the fluctuations 
of the commercial barometer. They know that there is a 
Minister of Finance in St. Petersburg, a pushing man who, so 
to speak, has risen to be chief accountant, and whose business it is 
to keep the books, make as ingenious a balance-sheet for outside 
investors as he ean, and get an all the money 1 possible. They 
know, too, that in the cities there are a geood many merchants 


doing’ business on a large scale, and either making or losing 


money, as the case may he but they know also, or are told, 


that almost none of these merchants are Russians by blood, and 


that what happens to them ought to be a matter of indifference 
to true Slavs. If they have any further views, these are likely 
to take the form of convictions that there would be money 
enough if only the peasant were more thoroughly knouted, and 
that if all the non-Russian merchants were kicked bodily out of 
the Empire the true Russians would inherit their business and 
prosper accordingly, There is no word of exaggeration in this. 
Every suggestion in it rests upon the spoken words of M. 
Pobiedonostzeff, M. <Alexeieff, M. Ploewe, the Grand Duke 
Vladimir, the Czar himself. 

It is this complete concentration of Russian executive and 
administrative power upon the racial and religious propaganda 


of its bigots, and upon the agerandising ambition of its swash- 


bucklers, which renders the whole problem so painfully hopeless. 
To brine Russia into line with eivilisation, to establish an 
upward trend in its darkly ignorant and pauperised horde of 
moujiks, to make it possible for the Empire to pay its way, 
would now tax to the uttermost the powers of a broad-minded, 
energetic, and statesmanlike Czar, and of the ablest and most 
devoted band of counsellors and helpers he could get together. 
But no one is trving to do any of these died, To the 
contrary, the w hole force of authority is expended im ‘iia other 
things, some merely stupidly vex xatious, others bringing the 
century to blush by the mediwval quality of their bigoted 
harbarity, still others constituting a perpetual and increasingly 
intolerable: menace to the peace and well-being of civilised 
Kurope.

Tue Mitirary Aspects oF THE Russian QUESTION. 


No words are needed to enforce on our minds Germany’ 
terrible necessity for a huge standing army. 
arrangements contemplate a possible effective total in time otf 
war of 2,472,000 men. Across her western frontier there stands 


the Freneh Republic, with a possible effective war-total otf 


3,254,000 men. These sinister figures tell their own story. In 
the unhappy condition into which Western Europe has drifted, 
much the same terrible necessity of being ever prepared against 
an invading war rests upon Austro: Hunpy ary, Italy, the Danubian 
States, and the Ottoman Empire. Even little Belgium and 
Switzerland are not exempt from it, but must keep their soldiers 
under arms like their bigger neighbours. Each of these States 
can say with a good face, alike to its citizens and the outside 
world, that its swollen armaments and grievous military ex- 
penditures are vitally essential to its very existence among 
nations. | | 
Russia alone has no such excuse to make, no such explanation 
to offer. Nobody dreams of invading her territory. No one 
thinks of forcing war upon her. Yet she maintains a standing 


Her present 
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army larger by a full one-third than the French army, which is 
considerably the largest in beleaguered Western Europe. It 
may be admitted in fairness that a Government like that of 
Russia needs a good deal of armed support to maintain itself 
over its own subjects. When one hundred thousand troops, 
drawn up in solid lines to guard the railway the whole distance 
from Moscow to the Crimea, are deemed necessary to protect the 
Czar’s life on his Easter holiday journey, one can see that there 
is a case to be made out for a standing army in Russia. But in 
reality this police-duty plays only an insignificant part in the 
Russian military theory. 

The primary basts of that theory—one never denied, never 
attempted to be evaded or glossed over—is aggression. To 
ceaselessly pile up fresh armaments, to wait meanwhile with 
untiring patience for the psychological moment to arrive, and 
then to overrun Western Europe, just as in their day Tamerlane 
and Ghengis Khan overran what is now called Russia, i is the one 


fixed idea of Pan-Slavism. It alters its other ideals and aspira-. 


tions from time to time with true Asiatic inconstancy, but to 
this notion of trampling Western Europe under its feet it clings 
with dogged persistency. It is a mere accident that at the 
moment the Pan-Slavists make in their minds an exception of 
the French ; forty-five years ago they were making the same 


fleeting setatal exception of the ‘Austik ans, and were even lending 


their troops to quell the Hungarian revolt ; ten years later they 
were, just for a few months, swearing eternal brotherhood to the 
Prussians. These flickering ebullitions of sentimentality, struck 
out hike sparks by temporary interest, come and go. The Tartar- 
Slav’s lust for the conquest of the rich and fe ile West goes on 
for ever. 

Why else, of the eighteen Russian Army Corps in Europe, 
should thirteen be quartered in Poland, or in the ancient Polish 
Pale and German Duchies just behind it? Why, of the more 
than six hundred squadrons of ecavalry—Cossacks and otherwise 
—should over two-thirds be posted upon this same Austro- 
German frontier? One Army Corps (Asiatic) is deemed enough 
for all the active labour in the 1 vast, turbulent, newly-conquered 
territories of Russian Asia. Two Army Corps suffice to garrison 
Odessa and the Crimea, and watch the hereditary Moslem foe. 
Three more are able to do everything that is needful in St. 
Petersburg, Moscow, Nijni-Noveorod, Kazan, and all other 
parts of the giant European Empire. But there must be thirteen 
within a day of the gateways to Western Etirope ! 


Tie Warninxna To WESTERN CIVILISATION. 


This famine-stricken, plague-devastated, bankrupt country 
has, then, more money to yearly spend in maintaining two-thirds 
ofits army on the Austro-German frontier, strictly for purposes 
of menace, than the entire annual cost of the unparalleled British 
Navy. While, a little more than a year avo, American charity 
was being publicly accepted for the succour of starving Russian 
districts, Russian money was being expended in bringing: fresh 
sotmias of Cossacks westward to take their place in the barbaric 


cordon destined ‘for the deseent upon civilisation. To-day, side 


by side with the news: that the peasants in the Taurida are 
striving to save the remnants of their herds by feeding them with 


the straw-thatch stripped from their own cottages, we learn that. 


the Russian State factories are working extra time to turn out 
small calibre Berdan magazine rifles, with which it is hoped that 
the whole massed infantry of Russia will be armed by the 
autumn of 1894. . 

It should be obvious to the simplest mind that a Govern- 
‘ment controlled by such people, and animated by such a spirit, 
would not hesitate a moment about repudiating its debts to 
Western Europe, once that ‘ psychological moment” which 
-Pan-Slavism dreams of arrived. Even now, when that moment 
shows no signs of immediate arrival, Russia could not pay these 
debts if she would. If further outside money is resolutely 
refused her, no one supposes that the fanatics and chauvinists 
in charge of her affairs will abate their stupid and ruinous per- 

secution of the industrious and intelligent non-Orthodox classes, 
or cut down their grossly disproportionate expenditure upon 
preparations for a Slavonic “ Holy War.” But at least they 
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will have to bear the losses of the one and find the money for 
the other among themselves. That experience will, no doubt, 


complicate still further the task of ruling Russia, but there is. 


the hope that, by more or less energetic processes, the. rulers 
may thus come to a better understanding of things. 

However this may turn out, it will be a silly Europe indeed 
which lends any more of its plumage to feather the dart so 
plainly aimed at its own heart. 


A RUSSIAN CABINET MINISTER ON THE 
| PERSECUTIONS. 


Tuk Russian Government has recently sought and obtained the 
opinion of one of the foremost of Russian ex- Ministers on the 
probable effects on the Empire of the proposed fresh persecution of 


the Jews. Weare precluded by various considerations from men- 


tioning the name of this eminent statesman, nor how we became 
possessed of a copy of his. report, which is of the gravest 
moment. Hewastes no time in stating his deliberate conclusion 
that the OP PTESSION of the Jews il policy franght with danger 
fo Russia itself. We feels that it would be profitless to appeal 
to a sense of justice or humanity. He prefers to indicate how 


Russia has injured herself in the past and will injure herself In, 


the future by her cruel treatment of her own citizens. In the 
first place, he points out that the expulsion of the Jews from 
Russia must prove most destructive to the trade of the country. 
The Russian traders, he says, differ cv fo/o from their Jewish 
colleagues in their method of doing business. The Jews are 
content with small profits, and compensate themselves by their 
energy and care. They prefer to make small profits on a large 
number of transactions, while the Russian traders will under- 
take nothing but large enterprises in which the profits are quite 
cent. per cent. If the Jewish traders are suppressed the 
peasantry will be seriously injured. Moreover, the Jewish 
traders are able to deal profitably in commodities from which no 


return is possible except as the result of the most devoted atten- 


tion to business details. The Russian traders will not consent 
to trouble themselves with these petty cases, and the result 
is that many branches of trade have been created and d ‘veloped 


by Jews which would otherwise have been non-existent or 


would have been replaced by foreign importation. In Volhynia, 
he says, whence the Jews are now being expelled, the Orthodox 
Russians are charging the peasantry 120 per cent. per annum in- 
terest on loans. 

In addition to this injury to the peasants, the Minister con- 
tinues his list of disadvantages accruing to Russia, by showing 
that the Government of the Czar has lost financially by its ill- 
treatment of the Jews. Its credit has suffered, and the refusal 
of Messrs. Rothschild to aid in raising money has led to severe 
embarrassment. This condition will become more and more 
acute, as the Jewish financiers all over Europe will take the part 
of their brethren, and will decline to assist the persecutors of 


their race. This danger, the Minister, whose report we are 


quoting, enforces by citing details of the losses. inflicted on 
Russian credit, especially since 18589. This loss of prestige 
is entirely due to the sy mpathy of Jewish bankers and financiers 
with the ‘sufferings of their co-religionists. 

But, adds the Minister, this is not all. There is the political 
danger. If the Jews, to the number of 5,000,000, are cooped up 
within the Pale, it is clear that their condition will be so hard 
and miserable that they will be driven to desperation. What 
would occur in case of a European war in which Russia was 
involved? -Would-not these millions. of hunted. Jews. turn-on 
their oppressors and join hands with the enemies of Russia ? 
Rather convert them into friends by leniency than force them 
to become foes by cruelty. 

These arguments contain little that is new. Their im- 
portance is derived entirely from the fact that they emanate 
from a high official source. | |

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AN OFFICIAL DEFENCE OF PERSECUTION. 


M. Pierre Bortktne, Secretary of the Russian Legation in 
Washington, has published in the Cen/ury a plea on behalf of the 


Russian Government. With the main points of this attempted — 


justification we shall not now deal. A reply emanating from 
the Russo-Jewish Committee in London will in due course 
appear in the same magazine which M. Botkine used as the 
medium of his attack. For though nominally a reply, it 1s in 
essence an attack, a repetition of the old, old charges against the 
Russian Jews, and a denial that the persecutions are religious or 
political. Our columns have proved to the hilt that the persecu- 
tions are both religious and political. The closed barred 
synagogue illustrated in our present number comes as an addi- 
tional proof that the chief thing objected to in the Jews of 
Russia is their religion. | | | 
But whether the Russian persecutions be political or not, there 
is no doubt that M. Botkine’s article is inspired by political 
motives. The recent revelation of Russian cruelty in the 
independent report of the United States Commissioners has 
shocked the moral sense of the whole civilised world. This con- 
demnation little concerned Russia untilit seemed likely to weaken 
her political position. She cannot afford to make an enemy of the 
United States. Henee M. Botkine’s reply appears in an American 
magazine,and tries to show that America owes a large debt of grati- 
tude to Russia. Russia, he asserts, was the first of the nations to 
extend a brotherly hand to the United States, “to bring to you 
moral support from abroad, in the hour of trial during vour civil 


war.” But M. Botkine is relying too rashly on people’s short 


memories. We will joe these memories a little In 1777 the 


Russian Government actually proposed to help George ITI. 
against America at a time when ostensibly Catharine IT. was 
the fast frend of the Americans. But worse remains to be told. 
When Benjamin Franklin was in Paris to negotiate the peace 
with Great Britain after the War of Independence, Mr. Frederick 
Dana, the accredited American representative in St. Petersburg, 
had to inform him of the hostility of. Russia to the settlement 


with Great Britain. The Czarina refused to receive Mr. Dana, | 


or to recognise the independence of America. In September, 
1785, Mr. Dana left St. Petersburg in despair. 

Russia, in fact, has never befriended anyone except in her own 
interests. Americans are too astute to be taken in by fine words 
and. fine declarations and protestations. They have suffered for 
freedom, and will not now range themselves on the side of 
tyranny and oppression, Henee the frantic effort to turn the 
current of public opinion in the United States; but the effort 
will fail. The true faets of the Russian persecutions are now 
becoming known all the world over. And the more they. are 
known, the more they are exeerated. The Russian Government 
may rely on it that their official démentis, however useful they 
may be for home consumption, will not find mueh favourable 
attention in free countries among free men. 


PERSECUTION OF FOREIGNERS IN RUSSIA. 


Tur Russians are prosecuting their crusade against intelligence with 
great perseverance. On April 15th (or, according to the Russian 
calendar, April Ist) 150 feremen, both natives and foreigners, had 
to quit their positions in the factories of Lodz because they failed to 
pass an exammation in Russian and Polish last December: The 
same fate has befallen their brethren in the other manufacturing 
towns In the Government of Petrikau. Further, the manufartorers 
in the manufacturing towns of the Government of Petrikau—that is, 
Lodz, Zgierz, Pabianice, Tomaszow, Czenstochan, and Sosnovice— 
have received an ofthcial intimation to the effect that thev are ex- 
pected in future to engage as foremen and technical assistants only 
persons who are natives, and are acquainted with the languages in 
which the Russian Government takes such a paternal interest. Dis- 
obedience, they are informed, will be visited with punishment. The 
engagement of foreigners can only be allowed by special permission, 
and then it must be for a jeriod not exceeding twe years: and 
their objectionable intrusion must 


cnly be for the instruction of 
native residents. |

A correspondent at Moscow writes :— Fresh raids are being made 
on the Stundists. Five of the rank-and-file are now in gaol in 
Kharkoff, waiting to join a prison-gang bound for the Caucasus. 
One of their leaders, Virrikhost, has been in gaol in Kharkoff tor 
some time. Another, a preacher called Voronoi, is contined in 
Voltchansk; and a third, Arkadeff, has been transferred) 


-Kharkoff to the central priscn at Moscow, to await transportation 


either to Siberia or Transcaucasia.  In_ several villages in. the 
province of Kherson a number of Stundists have been fined in con 
siderable sums for attending religious meetings. The fines vary 
from fifteen roubles to fifty, and as the unfortunate peasants are 
unable to pay, their effects are to be sold by public auction.

The new law for the suppression of the Stundists provides that all 
children of Stundists are to be placed under clerical guardians, ond 
are to be baptised in the Orthodox Church. The Stundists sa 
further forbidden to employ Orthodox servants in their meeting 
houses, while their graves are to be kept apart from those of members 
of the Orthodox Church. Finally, their passports are to be so marked 
as to show that they belong to the Stundist sect.—Darly Chronic’.

Moscow, May 15. 

Since my telegram of April 28, announcing the imprisonment of 
several of the Stundist leaders, I regret to announce that the pers: 
cution of these unfortunate people still continues with undiminished 
violence. Qne of their preachers, Filip Orliuk, his wife, and five 
children, aged from four to sixteen, have just left the gaol at 
Kharkoff, per étape bound for their place of exile in the Caucasus. 
Accompanying them were Maksim Fedkevitch, his wife and four 
children, the youngest of whom is three months old. These two 
families have been banished to Transcaucasia with the loss of all civi 
rights. They have been found guilty of trying to convert Orthodox 
peasants to Stundism. Both Orliuk and Fedkevitch have had their 


heads shaven, and travel in fetters as ordinary criminals. — Dai! 
Chronicle. |

St. PETERSBURG. 
THe work of Rassianising Finland is being carried on with 
reinforced vigour and a brutal disregard of the susceptibilities ot 
the Finns.

censorship is to be made more rigorous politically ; and no repre- 
sentations are to be permitted in honour of the national port.

FURTHER NUMEROUS EXPULSIONS INTO THE PALE. 


FEARS OF CHOLERA—A WARNING. 


Tue Russo-Jewish Committee in London have received copies of the 
instructions from the Minister of the Interior to the governors of 
the Provinces of Livonia and Curland, as well as Tiflis, for the 
expulsion of the Jews in these districts, who have hitherto been 
cranted permission to dwell there. By the Ist November next the 


Provinees of Curland and Livonia will have to be cleared of their — 


Jewish population, which in Livonia alone amounts to 25,000; in 
Curland it is much larger. About 8,000 souls, the majority of whom 
are extremely poor, will have to leave the town of Riga, It is com- 
puted that at least 60,000 souls are gradually being driven from 
these Provinces into the already overcrowded towns of the Pale, 
and are greatly increasing the severe competition and constant 
struggle for a bare living, which is already terrible. | 

Correspondents from towns in tlie Pale write that when cholera 
breaks out there the epidemic will in all probability spread with the 
zreatest rapidity, owing to the concentration of such an additional 
mass of human beings within a restricted area, where the inhabitants 
are already closely packed and live in chronie poverty, uncleanliness, 
and sickness. This danger océasioned by the cruel and reckless 
action of the authorities not only threatens Russia itself, but 
all the western countries bordering on the Empire of the Czar. 


EXPULSION OF JEWS FROM HUHGESOFKA AND 
THE CAUCASUS. 


ODESSA. 
Aut the Jewish residents of Huhgesofka are under notice of 
immediate expulsion from that town. This harsh measure has been 
adopted in consequence, of the cholera and labour riots which occurred 
there last year. It is dificult to discover either logic or reason in 
such a “consequence.” The Jews were the chief sufferers in the late 
disgraceful excesses committed by the Russian mob, losing, it was at 
the time stated, property of the aggregate value of a million and a 
half of roubles.— Daily News. 
ODESSA. 

A representative of the Caucasian Jews, who have been settled 
in that province for the last twenty-five or thirty vears, and who are 
now ordered to remove within the south-western pale, has gone to 
St. Petersburg to entreat the Minister’s clemency in exempting from 
the decree a number of the older Hebrew residents. I learn from an 
official source that the deputation has not the slightest chance of 
suceess. About one-third of the Jewish population of Libau, 
essentially Russian Hebrews, but for nearly a generation past resi- 
dent under the protection of foreign passports, will be expelled during 
the ‘next six months. These people will probably cross over to 
Konigsberg and form new business connections there. “ As they 
form among themselves a considerable commercial section in Libau, 
that port will undoubtedly lose very materially by the expulsion. — 
Daily News. | 


THE CONDITION OF THE JEWS IN MOSCOW. 


Ix Moscow only Jews of the “privileged ” class—z.e., merchants of 
the First Guild—-now remain. 

The authorities are evidently bent upon driving out these  so- 
called “ privileged” merchants of the First Guild also, although they 
have the legal right to reside in Moscow ; but in Russia legal permission 
in thecase of Jews goesfor little. Last year all the “shochetim’ (slaugh- 
terers) were ordered to leave, in order to deprive the Jewish population 
of meat killed according to Jewish rite, and thus make life for them as 
unbearable as possible. We now hear that, as one or two Jewish 


residents have learned this special method of slaughtering animals | 


for food, it has been declared unlawful to slaughter animals in 
Moscow in this particular way. Consequently, the Jews who desire 
to conform to these dietary laws are obliged to import their ineat 
daily by rail from some other town. But even this way of getting 
over the difficulty is likely to be forbidden, as it is in contemplation 
to impose a special Octrol tax upon such meat coming into the

EXTENSION OF PERSECUTIONS TO POLAND. 


EXPULSION OF JEWS FROM VILLAGES 


correspondent informed us that the extension of the May laws to 
the Polish provinces was imminent.. Previously the Jews of Poland 
were free to settle where they willed. Now, however, they are to be 
ruthlessly driven into the towns. We have seen some of. these 
expulsion orders (one of which we publish in full). They are 
peremptory in tone and allow in some cases only a fortnight’s interval 
for the unfortunate family to make the arrangements preliminary to 
departing from their old and long-established homes. 

From Selpisk, in the Province of Radom, we have received the 
following information :—“ The expulsion of Jews from the villages and 
the country has commenced in Poland. In our district expulsion orders 
have been served on many hundreds of Jewish families. In a single 
village, Soukhodniewa, 250 families have been treated in this way. 
In the district of Rouda-Gouzowska, on the Warsaw- Vienna line, 
about 480 families have received orders to leave. All these families 
are occupied in trade and possess real estate, which they will now be 
forced to abandon.” 

Here is the exact text of an expulsion order sent toa Jew in 
the village of Kamienny : —- | | 

‘In accordance with the order from the Chief of the Police of 
the district of Konsk, bearing the date 13th February, 1805, 
No, 1828, [ invite you to quit the place of abode at present occupted 
by you, and, together with your family and servants, to go to a town 
which you vourself may select not later than 24th February, 1893. 
Otherwise measures will be taken to send you ‘by executive method.’ 

“Signed) Bhlizin, 16th February, 1893." 

The person alluded to in this expulsion order is a very able 
young Jew, named Glouskine, the manager of an important foundry. 
M. Glouskine had served his military term in the Caucasus with 
marked success, and had attained the unusual rank of under-otiteer. 

“In two other suburban districts of Blizin, which contain [70 
Jewish families, expulsion orders have been served on LoS families , 
only 12 families have received a licence to remain. Of these 158 
families, 76 have been long established in the district of Blizin. 
Their occupations are as follow :—Tailors, 10; bootmakers, 5 ;

dealers in china ware, 3; joiners, 4: butchers, 2: coachmen., 10 ;

“In the Rouda-Malinetzka district 82 Jewish families are 


under orders of expulsion. The occupations of these families are as 
follow :—Tailors, 12; bootmakers, 3; dealers in china ware, 2 
butcher, 1; coachmen, 4; small shopkeepers and hawkers, 21 ; 
bakers, 8; workmen in the Malinetz Iron Foundry, 31. These 
include 10 heads of families who have served in the army. 

“In the province of Lomza the Jewish families have been expelled 


from the village of Orzye near Markowo, and from the villages of 


Przedowo, Ciepolowo, and Nakblezowo. 


[Some of these expelled Polish Jews have already passed through 
London en route for America or the Cape, and have been imter- 
viewed by us. They are mostly well-educated, and are frequently 
possessed of considerable sums of money. See page Ro

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INSTRUCTIONS OF THE RUSSIAN MINISTER OF 
THE INTERIOR. 


Tub following cireular of the Minister of the Interior to the Police 
Department, dated l4th January, T8053 (No. 175), has now been 
published in the Russian Press : : 
“On the 3rd April, 1880 (No, 30), the Minister of the Interior 
instrueted the governors to stay until farther notice the expulsion 
from their gubernia of Jews who had no right of residing outside 
the Pale of Jewish Settlement. This order was confirmed on the 
“Oth June, 1882 (No. 1,656), with instructions to the governors to 
take the necessary measures for the proper enforcement of the rules 
concerning the residence of Jews in the interior of the Empire. 
‘Finding it now necessary to cancel the afore-mentioned orders 
of iy predecessors, 1 beg your Excellency, without resorting to a 
ceneral revision of the rights of Jews residing in the government 
entrusted to vou, to take the necessary Means for the transportation 
to the Pale of Jewish Settlement of those Jews that do not satisty 
the established rules for residence in the governments of the interior. 
Kor the purpose of gradually executing this order, and for 
svoiding the disttrbanece of the affairs of those who are subject to 
expuision, it is absolutely necessary to inform Jews illegally residing 
within the government entrusted to vou ot the forthcoming trans- 
portation, and to give each one of them notice of not less than four 
mouths, during which time they must leave the gubernia. The 


“assigned period of four months may be extended at your discretion, 


but net further than the Ist November of this year, for Jews carry- 
ing on business, or possessing Immovable property, or engaged in an 
established profession, or who are burdened with large tamulies, ete. ; 
but on the express condition that by the beginning of the coming 
winter the expulsion of Jews be completed, excepting those who 
have Jegal rights to reside outside the Pale of Jewish Settlement. 

This order does not, of course, apply to those Jews who wih, 
before the termination of the notice given to them tor departure, 
provide themselves with the necessary proper documents giving them 
the leval right of residence outside the Pale of Jewish Settlement! 

Your Excelleney is requested to give detailed particulars of 
vour orders with regard to this matter, showimg the number of Jews 
uhject to expulsion, and the periods of notices given,

RUSSIAN CENSORSHIP AND THE UNITED STATES 
REPORT. 


Wer are able to contirm Mr. George Kennan’s remarks made last 
week concerning the Press Censorship in Russia. The Censors seem 
determined that information shall not by any chance reach even the 
highest otheials. That this is the case is shown by the return to us 
of a number of copies of the French translation of the United States 
Commissioners’ Report marked “ Defendu.” Several .of these re- 
turned copies, every one of which was registered, were directed to the 
highest oflicials in St. Petersburg. It is clear that even they are pre- 
vented by the Censorship from receiving suspected communications. 

The Censors, be it. remembered, are men quite incompetent. to 
decide the importanee or propriety of the works that pass through 
their hands, 

‘A iriend of mine, a very bright man,” says Mr. Kennan. 
“wrote a very bright book, which he ealled ‘Dynamie Sociology.’ 
[t attracted the attention of some of the brightest men in ‘St. 
Petersburg, and was published there, 
The entire edition was seized by an order of the Council and burned. 
The book was quite harmless. It was a scientific sociological treatise, 
and did not touch on government except incidentally, and then 
quite unobjectionably. But it was seized and burned for no other 
reason than that the word ‘dynamic’ might be supposed to have 
some reference to dynamite.” 

Yet it is men of this stamp that are apparently provided with 
the authority to decide what communications shall and shall not 
reach the hands of the Government ofticials. How is it possible, 
therefore, to effect any amelioration in the condition of Jews or 
others while this forced state of ignorance is maintained ?

mission for the erection of a synagogue on their own ground in the 
Spasso-Syanitzensky Pereulok. The foundation stone was laid 
July, 1888, and the building was erected in accordance with the 
plans otlicially approved by the Building Committee of the Moscow 
Administration. Seats were provided on the ground floor for 50 
persons, and for a similar number in the galleries, but these figures do 
not inelude children’s and free seats. When in 1890 the building 
was approaching completion, the Procurator of the Holy Synod, M., 
Pobiedonostzett, ordered the removal of the cupola, as Orthodox Greek 
churches have cupolas. Notwithstanding that the cupola was clearly 
shown in the original plans which had been approved, the Hebrew 
community procecded to alter the construction of the roof, and the 
cupola was taken down, The designs were from the renowned 
architect, Semyon Semyonovitch EKibuschuitz, who supervised the 
construction throughout. | 

The building was completed on 28th May, 1892, and the President 
of the Synagogue, Aaron Efremovitch Schneider, who is a knight of 
several Russian Orders, and the Chief Rabbi of Moscow, Rabbi 
Menor, openly intimated the fact to the officials of the Moscow 
Administration, adding that the lease of the building previously used 
as a synagogue had expired, and requesting permission for the 
opening of the synagogue on the 7th June. This permission was 
granted, and the Scrolls of the Law were removed with great 
solemnity from the old to the new synagogue in the presence of the 
Presidents and Rabbis. The building was formally consecrated, the 
service terminating with prayers for the Emperor and the Governor 
of Moscow. The old synagogue. was closed, and services were thence- 
forward held in the new building. 

Some months later the Chief Rabbi was summoned to appear 
before the head of the police, and a communication from the 
(yovernor-General of Moscow was read to him as follows :— 


“The l4th July, of this year (1892), is the last day for the 
departure from Moscow of Jews who have no right of residence 
there. After that date a very insignificant number of Jews will 
remain, so that there will be no necessity for a synagovue. 
Taking into consideration that the newly-built synagogue in the 
Spasso-Syanitzensky Pereulok has not yet been opened, and re- 
warding the existence of a synagogue as unbecoming in Moscow, 
His Imperial Highness, with the consent of the Minister of the 
Interior, thinks it necessary that the building shall be turned 
into a benevolent institution, or that it be sold by the Ist Jan., 
1893.” 


The President and the Chief Rabbi then petitioned the Governor 
of Moscow and the Minister of the Interior, mentioning that the 
synagogue had been built with official permission from both their 
othices, that it had been opened for worship by permission of the 
authorities, and that meanwhile the old synagogue had been pulled 
down, and that if the order to close the synagogue were irrevocable, 
the Jewish community would be without a place of worship over 


the great Festivals of the New Year and Atonement. As an answer 


to these petitions an Imperial Ukase was received, dated the 6th 
November, 1892, ordering the dismissal of the Chief Rabbi, and his 
permanent expulsion from Moscow within fourteen days, and the 
President, Mr. Schneider, to be expelled for two years. — The 


Chief Rabbi of Moscow is 70, and Mr. Schneider about 75 years of. 


age. | 

‘The synagogue is now closed and sealed by order of the 
authorities. It has only once been opened. for the purpose of 
removing the Scrolls of the Law, which, in the presence of the police, 
were taken to a private house, where they now remain. Since the 
Ist January the vestry room of the synagogue has been converted 
into a school, whilst the grand building itself is in a pitiable con- 
dition, the only signs of life being the birds which have built 
their nests there. Meanwhile, the few remaining Jews of Moscow, 
the merchants of the First Guild, are without a place of worslup. 
Exclusive of the land and furniture, the building has already cost 


£40,000.

ALTERATIONS IN PASSPORT REGULATIONS. 


THe Russian Press publishes the following changes in the Passport 
Regulations :—“ Passports will not be given to Gipsies or Jews who 
have not the right of residence in any part of the Empire ; persens 
who are under police supervision ; paupers ; unmarried persons under 
the age of twenty-one years without the consent of their parents, 
and married women without the permission of their husbands, ‘These 
persons, however, will receive permits to leave, and in the case of 
Jews are to be endorsed ‘Jew not having the right to reside in all 
parts of the Empire,’ ” 
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PERSECUTION OF RUSSIAN PROTESTANTS.

Or all the Christian sects in Russia, the Stundists are by far the 
most cruelly treated. They may be broadly described as Evangelical 
Christians, who endeavour to worship God in spirit and in truth, ancl 
put obedience to His will—as they conceive it—above compliance 
with the ukases of the Tsar. Vigorous folk like these, who take 
life seriously, and fear only God, are odious to a statesman who 
acts as the official spokesman of God and Tzar; they are the 
hard lumps which, refusing to dissolve in the mass, are cast 
into the mortar and pounded. The loss of civil rights, fines, 
imprisonment, and banishment to the remotest and most unhealthy 
tracts of the Empire, were the penalties decreed and enforced against 
this form of Christianity until a few months ago, when it became 
evident that they aggravated the evil instead of remedying it. The 
Stundists touched the hearts of the convicts with whom they 
mingled ; soldiers sent to their prayer-meetings for the purpose of 
giving evidence against them later on, oftentimes dropped upon their 
knees and begged to be received into the proscribed brotherhood then 


and there. Punishment was courted rather than feared, and the sect 


throve and spread. 

A few months since, the Ober-Procuror turned over a new leaf, 
changing the system of repression, They forfeit their right to 
work at. their trades, and, employed as night-watchmen, foresters, 
«e,, receive but a w retched pittance fixed expressly with the object 
of keeping them and their families on the famine line. This is 
a somewhat heavy penalty to have to pay for the right to practise 
what most sane people hold to be a virtue ;'and it is to be hoped that 
no more than this was ever intended by the Ober-Procuror. 
Unfortunately, a good deal more regularly occurs: doings which it is 


lifficult to describe in the language of propriety, and impossible to. 


qualify im terms of moderate conde mnation, The wives and 
daughters of these men remain at home, while their husbands and 
fathers are absent for days and nights at a time; and the rural police 
and village ruffians profit by the occasion to visit these helpless 
females, bring their vodka with them, and hold their brutish orgies in 
their presence. A veil must be drawn over the scenes that ensue, 
over the crimes that cry to Heaven for vengeance. Nor are these 
crimes only imagined. I have lately read some heartrending appeals 
to Christians of the civilised world, nay, to men and women of every 
faith, written with the lite blood of the despairing victims, in which 
these horrors are described. ‘These appeals, I believe, have not yet 
been published. I know that they have been.made in vain. — People 
have not time in this busy age to join a crusade which has religion 
or religious freedom for its “object. And, besides, what business is 
it of foreigners to meddle in Russian politics! These are matters for 
the Russian Government to settle and it has decreed that Stundism, 

which undeniably constitutes a serious danger to Orthodox-autocracy, 

must be stamped out in self-defence. And who will gainsay the 
Government! (Contemporary Review.) 


PERSECUTION OF PASHKOVITES. 


Moscow, May 24th. 

THe police have now turned their attention to the Pashkovites, an 
energetic body of Russian Protestants, whose adherents are generally 
tound among the upper classes of St. Petersburg and Moscow. ‘Two 
ladies belonging to this sect are now under police surveillance here, 
and I Jearn from St. Pet ersburg that priests of the Orthodox C hurch 
are in the habit of attending Pashkovite meetings there, and engaging 
i theological polemics with those present, probably to trap. them 
into expressions hostile to the Church.— Daily Chronicle, 


RUSSIAN JEWS THE ARGENTINE COLONIES. 


Wer have received private reports of a very satisfactory nature as to 
they rapidity with which the Russian Jewish emigrants are shaping 
to their new work. There is every prospect that. the emigrants will 
become accomplished agriculturists. The boys in partic tla eagerly 
take to the life in the fields, and lads from ten to eighteen are already 
showing themselves able to plough and to ride skilfully. They are 
all acquiring Spanish ; indeed, those.who have been out for a full year 
are already able to speak the lan guage fluently.

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RESTRICTIONS ON RESIDENCE, 

1. The Jews of Russia have long been compelled—with certain 
exceptions only—to reside either in Poland or in the towns within 
the adjoining provinces known as the “ Pale of: Jewish Settlement,” 
hut which contain comparatively few towns. 

They may not live within fifty versts (about thirty-three 
niles) of the frontier. The effect is to prevent them carrying on 
trade with neighbouring countries. 


EXPULSIONS FROM VILLAGES. 

Under the May Laws, which prohibit Jews from settling 
"cui of cities and towns,” those settled in villages since May, 
ISS82, are expelled therefrom, and driven into the overcrowded towns 
of the Pale. | 

1. Under certain decisions of the Senate, Jews settled in villages 
before May, 1882, have the right. of remaining there, but only pro- 
vided they do not move therefrom. Many have been driven out 
who had settled there before because their names had not been 
inscribed as villagers, or because they had temporarily left the 

village, in some cases to perform their military duty. 

5. Suburbs of towns and small towns have been in m: any cases 
declared villages, and the Jews have been expelled therefrom. 

6. Under the May Laws, Jews are prohibited from owning or 
holding on lease, or even managing, land; nor can they take a 
of land. Those, therefore, who have the right to remain 
Villagers, li consequence of settlement before [882, cannot find ; 
livelihood, and must migrate to the overcrowded towns of the Pale.

EXPULSIONS. 

7. Until lately Jews of all classes were allowed to reside in the 
Grand Duchy of Finland and in Courland. Since last year all who 
were hot artisans or merchants of the First Guild have been expelled 
and dviven into the Pale. 

Jews have lately been also expelled in large numbers from 
certun important commercial centres outside the Pale, 
Rostoff on the Don, 


such as 
Tomsk in Siberia, and other towns, where, tor 
commerclal reasons, they had hitherto been allowed to settle ; also 
from the Trans-Caspian provinces, and from Batoum and other 
Asiatic places formerly owned by Turkey. 

', In all these cases of expulsion the Jews have to find the means 
of removal by selling off their goods and chattels, as they cannot 
collect debts when they are known to be under-orders to leave. If 
they then are unable to tind money enough to pay for removal, they 
are forwarded to the Pale of Settlement, however distant that may 
be, by ffipe, ie, in chains, by the side of condemned criminals, and 
under the guard of prison warders. Jewesses are, however, allowed 
to remain if they will apply for a yellow ticket and become enrolled 
prostitutes. | 

10. ‘The result of all these expulsions is not only to deprive of 
their hvehhood the persons expelled, but also to injure the original 
inhabitants of the towns of the Pale, who have to sustain the 
competition of the new arrivals, to incur the burden of a crowd 
pruperised people, and to tind for them house-space within limits 
that were already too contracted. 


11. Besides expulsions from Russia proper into the Jewish Pale, 


a very large number of expulsions of foreign Jews have taken place,’ 


hot only trom tussia proper, but from the Pale itself. Any Jew 
unable to prove the place of his birth may be prosecuted, and, 
regissration Was formerly a lax institution in Russia, sania 
and expulsions of Jews, as alien vagrants, or as rogues and vagabonds 
(brodyags), are of no rare occurrence. 

RESTRICTIONS ON EDUCATION, 

12. The attainment by a Jew of the highest degree in any 
Vniversity Faculty entitles him to the privilege of residing outside 
the Pale. A large number of Jews have hitherto been candidates 
tor University distinetions ; but recent laws have limited admissions 
not only to the Universities but to the Gymnasia, 
fixed being 10 per cent. in the Pale, 5 
cent. in St. Petersburg and Mciuoivw: 
schools of their own.

AGAINST THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


ARTISANS PRIVILEGES RESCINDED. 

14. Skilled artisans and their families have hitherto been allowed 
to reside outside the Pale of Settlement. Under recent rules, if 
Jewish artisans residing in Russia proper are found inefficient in 
their trade, or not actually in work, or past work by reason of age, 
they are expelled. 

15. Skilled artisans, who formerly held the right of permanent 
residence in Moscow and St. Petersburg, have lately been deprived 
of that right by an arbitrary and summary administrative order. 

16. The definition of “skilled artisan” has been contracted for 
the purpose of excluding Jews. It has lately been declared that 
bakers, vinegar-makers, glaziers, printers’ compositors, and other 
workers in light occupations, are not artisans, and Jews carrying on 
these trades have been expelled from towns in Russia proper. 

, RESTRICTIONS ON OCCUPATIONS. 

17. Jews are not allowed to sell intoxicants except in houses. 
which they own. Jewish waiters may be employed only by Jews. 

18. Jews are not allowed to engage in any mining industry, or 
to hold mining shares, or to act as agents for persons engaged in 
mining. 

19. Those Jews who, as high graduates of a University, or as 
merchants of the First Guild (men paying at least 1,000 roubles 
taxation annually), are allowed to reside outside the Pale, may have 
no more than two Jewish emp/oyés in their service. (A privileged 
Jew, who wishes his aged parents to reside with him outside the 
Pale, frequently registers the one as his valet and the other as his. 
cook. ) 

20, Jews are prohibited from forwarding goods, as agents or 
employes, from frontier Custom-houses to localities outside the Pale. 
PROFESSIONS AND PUBLIC APPOINTMENTS CLOSED. 

21. Jews are not allowed to occupy any Government or public 
appointment. They have accordingly been dismissed from railway 
and post-office service, from the posts of schoolmasters, and trom 
notarial offices. They may no longer be appointed doctors, or even 
veterinary surgeons, 1n the army. 
though fully qualified by e 


No Jew may become an advocate, 
xamination, without the special sanction 
of the Minister of the Interior, which has not once been given. No 


dentist or apothecary of Jewish extraction is to receive a licence to 


practise. No Jew may become an officer in the army, though bound 
to serve in the rank and file, like all other Russians. The penalty 
of evading military service is higher for the Jew than for others. 
No Jew may serve in the navy. 

22. No Jew may be elected Mayor, Councillor, or Police Magis 
trate, nor may hold any other town office. The Jaw says, * The 
duties of judges cannot be entrusted to Jews with convenience or 


decency.” 


SPECIAL TAXES ON FOOD, ETC. 

a special tax called the ‘box tax,” levied on the 
animals killed according to Jewish ritual Jaw—a tax payable on the 
slaughter of the animal, and another on its retail sale. There are 
also special taxes on house property owned by Jews, on business 
protits of Jews, on the skull-caps used. by Jews during domestic 
prayer, and on the sabbath candles used by Jews.

25, Synagogues are cnly allowed in places where there are 10 
fewer than eighty Jewish houses. Jews holding divine worship I 
their houses without official permission are punished by law. 

ALIENATED AND BLACKMAILED. 
26. The Russian law declares all Jews “to be aliens whose 
several rights are regulated by special ordinances.” This law and 
the mass of special ordinances cause the Jews to be regarded as a 
caste. 

. The minute legal riatetentons which hem in every action of 
the sé. and compel bf to obtain police sanction for everything 
he requires to do, renders him a ready subject for blackmail, and he 
can only live by bribing. The poverty of the bulk of the Jews has 
now reached that stage where bribery is impossible. Hence these 
restrictive laws are now enforced with all possible rigour.
